On its flight to su rre n d er to the 
United States navy the Zeppelin is 
carrying 30 officers and men.

The flight from Friedrichshafen to 
the Azores required 31% hours, not 
particularly fast time, although the 
Zeppelin at one time was traveling 
along at a speed of 130 miles an 
hour. 
On its flight to surrender to the 
United States navy the Zeppelin is 
carrying 30 officers and men. 
Dr. 
Eckener, in charge, hopes to demon­ 
strate by the voyage the practicabil­ 
ity of airships for passenger flights— 
and thus obtain some revision of tho 
Versailles treaty, which forbids the 
building of these giants of the skies.

Washington, Oct. 13.-—This is the 
time of year when the “ star gazer” is 
right in hie element, for October and 
November are two good months to 
look at tire stars. November being 
the month of meteors. 
During October the (treat Nebula 
in Andromeda ean be seen without 
the aid of a telescope, says a bulletin 
from tho American Nature Associa­ 
tion. 
You will recognise in the East 
in November old acquaintances in the 
Pleiades and Hyades in Taurus, and 
Aldebaran, the fiery-red eye of 
the 
Bull. 
November was known in ancient 
times a8 the Pleiad month and it was 
then the ancient 
Kings of Persia 
never failed to grant any request pre­ 
sent* d to them on November 17, the 
day when the Pleiad's came to th* 
meridian at midnight. 
Thin exqui­ 
site little group, with Ava stars form­ 
ing a little dipper, and two addition­ 
al stars visible to keen eyes, will be 
one of Hie most noted groups In the 
heavens. 
The V-shaped cluster of 
the Hyader Is scarcely less famous 
With tho visit of Mars thiM sum­ 
mer, when it was 
only 
34,OOO,OOO 
miles away, and nearer than it had 
been in a century, a remarkable im­ 
petus has been given ‘‘star gazing.” 
Reports of u new comet discovered by 
the Penn Observatory recall the visit 
of Hailey’s Comet in 1910. 
In November every year 
several 
meteor swarms are due. 
The Leo­ 
nids, no-called because 
they 
rome 
front the general direction of the con­ 
stellation Leo, appear about Novem­ 
ber lf*, Hut you will have to be up 
before sunrise to see them, because 
Loo is then in the morning sky. 
Tin* Andromed*?*, which will ap­ 
pear to come from the direction of 
Andromeda, will appear in the even­ 
ing bourr, however, about November 
23 or LM. 
Then there are the T au ­ 
rine several different groups appear­ 
ing at different tim 1* 
during 
Ur 
month from different points in T au­ 
rus. 
These also will appear in the 
evening hours from the direction of 
Taurus, nearly due esat. 
An occa­ 
sional fire-ball, which is simply 
a 
meteor of exceptional size or brillian­ 
cy that may succeed in reselling the 
earth’s surface, has been known to 
appear among the Taurida. 
The object that will probably first 
« atch the eye November evenings will 
be the straggling W in Cassiopeia in 
th* northern hear* us high above Hie 
pole. 
You will probably search in 
vain for the Rig Dipper for it is so 
clos* to the horizon in November that 
it in largely concealed from 
view. 
Possibly you will be able to make 
out til** outlines of the Little Dipper, 
though, with the North Star, Polaris, 
at the end cf the handle. 
Next 
to 
Cassiopeia, 
the 
Great 
Square in Pegasus with the constella­ 
tion of Anoromeda joining it on the 
east. is one of the most noticeable of 
the Fall groups. 
It now lies direct­ 
ly fin th* meridian due south of the 
zenith overhead. 
To the southwest 
of th* 
Great Square lies Aquarius, 
The Water-Bearer, which can be dis­ 
tinguished by the Y-shaped group of 
stars, the urn from which a stream 
of faint stars is flowing toward the 
south and southeast. 
Mars, still in Aquarius where 
it 
has been for many months, will move 
rapidly eastward during 
November 
and recede from the earth. 
In Octo­ 
ber Mars is the only one of the bright 
planets to be seen. 
You must get up 
before sunrise to see Venus, which is 
glorious at that tim*

As They Strolled Along 


Much of the poultry aob! to the con­ 
suming public is in an unfinished con­ 
dition, 
Fleshing 
or 
fattening 
puts 
weight onto the birds, improves the 
flavor, causes the muscles to become 
tender and the bones brittle. 
Theo­ 
retically the fat Is distributed be­ 
tween the muscle fibers in a way sim­ 
ilar to the marbling in roasts and 
steaks. 
In the roasting method of 
cooking poultry, the fat assists in 
shortening the time of cooking. 
Tills 
may be contrasted with the lean bird 
which 
requires longer cooking and 
from which the water evaporates, leav­ 
ing the bird in a dry and tough condi­ 
tion. 
Most milk feeding of roasting chick­ 
ens by the producer is done In the fall 
when the weather Is cool and the birds 
can better stand confinement. 
The 
time just preceding Thanksgiving and 
Christmas is most desirable. 
Young 
birds weighing from SH to 4Y4 pounds 
lire about tile right weight for fall 
feeding. 
Broiler fleshing Is done In 
the spring when the bird* w eigh about 
one half pound less than tho market 
demand, w bleb Is normally two pounds. 
Two common methods of fi-eding 
are pen and crate fattening. For farm 
purposes pen fattening will tie satis­ 
factory because no special equipment 
Is nested. 
Tile birds are confined to 
a limited coop area where they will 
get little or no exercise. 
The lark of 
exercise helps to make the bird ten­ 
der. 
Purdue university has found lite bil­ 
lowing ration and method of feeding 
quite satisfactory: 


Two pounds ground corn 
One pound ground whole oats 
One pound flour middlings 
( 
Uigbt pounds liquid buttermilk. 


This is mixed at the feeding prior 
to the one It Is to he fed. 
When fed, 
It should pour and he of a thlek cream 
of pnncnke-batter consist* acy. 
Tin* birds should receive no peed 
for *4 hours previous to their Arid 
milk feeding. 
This is done In order 
to free the Interlines from feed anti 
to get the birds hungry. 
Thereafter 
they should be fed Iii troughs twice 
a day. surly In Hie morning sud Intl* 
in the afternoon. 
From IO to I I day* 
Is the usuul length of time for fuell­ 
ing. 
For the find three or four day* 
until they are "on feed.” the feed 
should be In front of them for only IO 
minutes; for the next three or four 
days, lo minutes, and for the Inst 
days, 20 minutes. 
The birds should 
be hungry at each feeding. 
If they 
are not hungry at etch feeding, that 
f * ding should he Wit Uh eld. 
Only in very hoi weather should 
anything other than tim two regular 
feedings he given. At such a time tin* 
birds may have a very thill mixture of

W ashington, Oct. 13.— This is tho 
tim e of year when the “ sta r gazer" is 
rig h t in his element, for October ami 
November are two good m onths to 
look at tile stars. November being 
the m onth of meteors. 
D uring October the Great Nebula 
in Andromeda ran he seen w ithout 
the aid of a telescope, says a bulletin 
from th e American N ature Associa­ 
tion. 
You will recognize in the East 
in November old acquaintances in the 
Pleiades and Hyades in T aurus, and 
A ldebaran, the fiery-red eye of 
the 
Bull. 
November was know n in ancient 
tim es aa the Pleiad m onth and it was 
then the ancient 
K ings of Persia 
never failed to g ran t any request pre 
scnted to them on November 17, the 
day when the Pleiades came to the 
m eridian at m idnight. 
This exqui­ 
site little group, w ith five stars form ­ 
ing a little dipper, and two ad d itio n ­ 
al s ta rs visible to keen eyes, will be 
one of the most noted groups in the 
heavens. 
The V-shaped cluster of 
th e Hyades is scarcely less famous. 
W ith the visit of Mars this su m ­ 
mer, w hen it was 
only 
.14,000,000 
miles away, and nearer than it had 
been in a century, a rem ark ab le im ­ 
petus has been given “ sta r gazing.” 
Reports of a new comet discovered by 
the Bonn Observatory recall the visit 
of H ailey's Comet in 1910. 
In November every year 
several 
meteor sw arm s are due. 
The Leo­ 
nids, so-called because 
they 
come 
from the general direction of the con­ 
stellation Leo, appear about Novem­ 
ber 15, hut you will have to he up 
before .sunrise to see them, because 
Leo is then in the m orning sky. 
The Andromedes, which will ap ­ 
pear to come from the direction of 
Androm eda, will appear in tile even­ 
ing bourr, however, about November 
21 or 24. 
T hen there are the Tau- 
rids. several different groups ap p ear­ 
in g at different tim es 
d u rin g 
ti* 
m onth from different points in T a u ­ 
rus. 
These also will appear in the 
evening hours from the direction of 
T aurus, nearly due esat. 
An occa­ 
sional fire-ball, which is sim ply 
a 
m eteor of exceptional size or b rillian ­ 
cy th a t may succeed in reach in g the 
ea rth 's surface, has been know n to 
appear am ong the Taurids. 
The object th a t will probably first 
catch the eye N ovem ber evenings will 
he the strag g lin g W in Cassiopeia in 
the northern heavens high above the 
pole. 
You will probably search in 
vain for the Big Dipper for it is so 
close to the horizon in November th a t 
it is largely concealed from 
view. 
Possibly you will he able to make 
out the outlines of the L ittle Dipper, 
though, w ith the N orth Star, Polaris, 
at the end of the handle. 
Next 
to 
Cassiopeia, 
the 
Great 
Square in Pegasus with the constella­ 
tion of Anorom eda jo ining it on the 
east, is one of the most noticeable of 
the Fall groups. 
It now lies d irect­ 
ly on the m eridian due south of the 
zenith overhead. 
To the southw est 
of the G reat Square lies A quarius, 
The W ater-B earer, which can be dis­ 
tinguished by the Y-shaped group of 
stars, the urn from w hich a stream 
of faint stars is flowing tow ard the 
south and .southeast. 
Mars, still in A quarius w here 
it 
has been for m any m onths, will move 
rapidly eastw ard d u rin g 
November 
and recede from the earth. 
In Octo­ 
ber Mars is the only one of the bright 
planets to he seen. 
You m ust get up 
before sunrise to see Venus, w hich is 
glorious at th at time.

For the first three or four days 
until they are “on feed,” the feed 
should be in front of them for only IO 
m inutes; for the next three or four 
days, 15 minutes, and for the inst 
days, 20 minutes.

f ' ding should be withheld. 
Only In very hot weather should 
anything other than the two regular 
feedings be given.
